W ashirotok, Aug. 26.—Yellowston 
advices to the 19th have been received 
Indian prowlers were observed on the 
first of August, in the vicinity of 
Tongue river. There were no overt acts 
until the 4th, when a squadron of cav 
airy, with Custer at the head, at Bloody 
Knife, ten miles in advance of the main 
column, was met by the Indians, who 
made a demonstration. 
Skirmishers 
were immediately thrown out and the 
Indians driven off. The Indians soon 
returned three hundred strong, and at­ 
tacked the Eighth Cavalry, who were 
awaiting 'the main colnmn. A three 
hours’ skirmish ensued, when, the main 
colnmn not arriving and «wnfinitvon 
giving out, Custer ordered a c^uurge, 
which scattered the Indians and they re 
treated to the Bad Loads. One cavaliy* 
man was wounded in. ibe. arm. Dr 
Houaiogm^er, veterinary surgeon, the 
cavalry snttler and a priváte were 
killed while straggling. Two Indians 
were killed. 
On August 10th the Tenth Cavalry 
found the recent Indian village deserted, 
and .Stanley ordered Caster with 450 
men to follow. The Indians were chas­ 
ed to the Yellowstone. This was found 
450 yards wide with the current swift 
and deep. To swim the horses was im­ 
possible, and the attempt abandoned. 
The Indians escaped on rafts. 
The same evening Custer’s camp was 
dkscovered by the Indians, and at day­ 
light of the 11th, eight hundred savages 
attacked it. A fight ensued which last 
ed three hours. Three hundred Indians 
crossed above and below the camp, and 
endeavored to reach the bluffs in rear of 
tho men. The cavaliy were dismounted 
and pursued the Indians eight miles. 
The train then came up, when the In­ 
dians were opened upon with artillery. 
A few shots dispersed them and they fled.

St. Paul, Aug. 26.—Stanley’s report 
to Terry, dated the nineteenth, from 
Muscel Shell Riyer, five miles below the 
mouth of Swiifiming Woman’s Creek, 
has been secured at headquarters. 
The dispatch is sent by Fort Benton, 
and says the command reached Pompey’s 
Pillar on the 15th, and found the Yel­ 
lowstone road bad to travel; but from 
Long River to Poropey’s Pillar the val­ 
ley is represented as very fine. 
THE FIRST FIGHT. 
Custer’s first engagement was on the 
fourth. Three hundred Indians tried 
to draw him into ambuscade, but failed. 
After skirmishing some time Crster ad­ 
vanced and the Indians fled. 
THREE VICTIMS. 
At the same time Veterinary Surgeon 
Uansinger, Seventh Cavalry, and a tra­ 
der named Ballerain, both unarmed, be­ 
tween the river and the troops, were 
surprised by seven Indians aiid killed. 
Priviate Ball, of Company F, Seventh 
Cavalry, was also killed. 
THE BATTLE CONTINUED. 
On the seventh while hunting the 
main body of the Indians they broke 
camp and retreated. The eighth Cus­ 
ter followed to the Yellowstone. On the 
ninth he found the Indians had cros.sed, 
and the high water stopped pursuit. 
On the eleventh the Indians attackéd 
from the opposite side of the river and 
bluffs in Custer’s rear. Their number iVas 
estimated at five hundred. 
After a 
skirmish on foot the troops were mount­ 
ed and 
CHARGED, 
driving the Indians from nine to ten 
miles. Stanley thinks tho Indians lost 
in the two engagements forty men, 
killed and wounded, and many ponies. 
His loss was four men killed and four 
wounded.

No hostile Indians in that 
vicinity, and everything quiet. 
The Mayor and merchants of Yank­ 
ton have provided an emigrant house, 
for the accommodation nf the large 
num W of emigrants coming into the 
Southern part of tfie Ten*itory. 


A party of six men arrived at 
this place yesterday from Fort Benton, 
making the trip in canoes in ten days. 
The siihple announcement of such an 
exploit convey.s very little idea to the 
general reader of what the journey real­ 
ly is. The distance is ,8ome 1,200 
miles, through an unbroken wild: and 
hostile country, and the way is beset 
with dangers from the outset to the 
close. Just previous to the party leav­ 
ing Benton, nows was brought to that 
fort that British troops had entered tbe 
“Whoop-up” country, and that trouble 
with the American trappers there was 
imminent. Old trappers here are con­ 
versant with the fact that this .section 
lies upon what is known as the disputed 
country, and any encroachments upon 
their tramping ground by the red coats 
wil) stir up the bad blood among tho 
American hunters, who are men inclin­ 
ed to fight fir.st and run afterwards. 
Fear.s were entertaifieil of seriou.s dif­ 
ficulties. 
The little party met nearly a thousand 
Indians sixty miles below Benton, but 
further than following the whites down 
the river for some <iistance, and im­ 
proving their lungs by yelling, there was 
no disturbance. Our informant, John 
McKinney, who don'tlook like aman on 
the scare, says the affair caused a very 
airy sensation in the vicinity of his 
scalp lock. 
They met at Fort Peck three Sioux 
warriors who had just returned from a 
battle between the Sioux under .Sitting 
Bull and a band of Crows. 
According 
to the Indian story the fight lasted all 
day, and at dark was still undecided 
that it was bloody in every detail. Just 
how reliable this may be we are not pre­ 
pared to say, although Mr. McKinney 
seemed to rely on It. The fight was also 
said to have taken place in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of the Yellowstone expedi­ 
tion. 
Two herds of buffalo were seen on the 
trip, one on each bank of the river. 
They were in the vicinity of the Indians 
passed, and ere this are many of them 
probably in the first stages of pemmican. 
The weather was pleasant nearly the 
whole time, and the fast time of over 
100 miles per day was made. The 
Peninah was met just above Berthold. 
The party propose stopping at Bis­ 
marck, as they are unanimous in tbe 
statement that since leaving Fort Ben­ 
ton they have seen no country that can 
compare with this foF its natural beauty 
and advantages.

RAILROAD LANDS. 
Now that the line of the Northern Pa 
cific is completed to the Missouri, and 
cars running thereon, of course at an 
early day the lands of that company 
lying in Dakota will he thrown upon the 
market, and may we not hope that a wise 
policy for their sale may be adopted; 
H policy w’hich, while it may discrim­ 
inate against the mere speculation in 
wild lands, would have a tendency to 
settle up the country and promote its 
agricultural interests. The lands owned 
by this company in Dakota arc among 
the finest in the United States; the 
«oil a rich, black, vegetable mold, in 
many instances four feet deep, resting 
on clay and that on gravel, capable of 
producing anything usually raised in .a 
temperate climate, Indi.an corn, even, 
3-arely ever failing to reach maturity. 
'These lands can, no doubt, be sold at 
$3 an acre, or even at $15, if the- com­ 
pany choose to wait; but i.s it not a 
Letter policy to .sell them to the actual 
Pettier, or to one who will at once im­ 
prove them, at $2.50? At two dollars 
an acre the grant is sufficient to pay off 
the bonded debt of the road. While it 
might be policy to keep the price at five, 
it would prove of immense and immedi­ 
ate advantage to the company to give a 
buyer credit for $2.50 for every acre 
sown to wheat within eighteen months 
after purchase. 
Why? Becau.se the 
land will produce 20 bushels to the acre, 
and ninc-tentha of tho product will be 
shipped East over the line of the North­ 
ern Pacific, paying an average freight of 
20 cents per bushel, or four dollars per 
acre; and that, too, not for ono year 
only, but for all time. Assuming these 
figures to be correct,—and they will not 
be disputed,—it is better for the rail­ 
road company to give away their lands, 
in consideration of immediate and con­ 
tinuous cultivation, than to hold them, 
even for two years, waiting for purchas­ 
ers at five dollars an acre. 
Now capitalists, or those who would 
open large farms, cannot obtain govern­ 
ment land except by actual settlement 
or of those who are actual settlers, and 
it is difficult for them to get a foothold 
in anew country. While five dollans an 
acre is a low price 'for lands, such as 
these, in other parts of the country— 
in lochlitics against which there is less 
prejudice—may be had at the same or 
lower figures, and it is difficult to con­ 
vince men of our superior soil, climate 
and other advantages. But by adopting 
the p l^ suggested the railroad lands 
will be taken by men wl^-wiU improve 
them, while the government lands will 
continue tobe taken, as noiv, by men of 
small means, who in most instances are 
only able to make sufficient improve­ 
ment to comply with the law and hold 
their claims. The operation of this 
plan might be limited to alternate sec­ 
tions of railroad land, and to, say, four 
years, but should it be adopted this 
will indeed become the great grain pro­ 
ducing region of the Northwest. Who, 
of the Tbibune readers, does not know 
of át least one man who noder these 
terms would undertake to cultivate a 
quarter section; and on every hand men 
may be found b4io would open an entire 
section; for, by the investment of $1,600 
in breaking, $960 in seed, $640 in-seed­ 
ing, $960 in harvesting and, say, f 1000 
in threshing, and $600 in marketing, 
making a total of $5,760, one section, 
or 640 acres, inay be broken up, seeded 
and harvested and the produce landed 
atftbe nearest railroad depot. 
Now these lands will produce not less 
than 20 bushels to the acre the first 
season, making 12,800 bushels, which at 
one dollar per bosfael amounts to $1$,- 
8ÓÍ), giving a profit of $7*040. But, be­ 
cause of a btfi season, or through i>sd 
maoagement* tiie yield noay be redooed 
to fifteen bushels to the acre, , and thíÉi 
price may ho as low . as 80 ci& per- 
bushel; even then ,we have a profit of 
$8,940,.enough to pay the remaining 
$8,200 due on the land with $940 re­ 
maining. ^Ud the land is paid for and 
the sod subdued. The estimates for

The following communications were 
received at tho headquarters of the Mil­ 
itary Department of Missouri, in regard 
to the recent massacre of Pawnee In­ 
dians by a band of Sioux marauders: 
P a w n ee A gency, N eb.,1 
August 9,1873. ) 
R espected F r ie n d :—I have sorrowful 
tidings from the Pawnee hunt. Yester 
day, soon after reading the encouraging 
letter from tho War Department, re­ 
specting peace with the Sioux, a runner 
came in from the hunt, and informed us 
that the Pawnees were attacked in camp 
on the waters of tho Republican river, 
by the Sioux, and great numbers killed. 
This produced intense excitement in the 
village. Sorrowlul wailings were heard 
all day. 
This morning, John Williamson, siib 
agent in charge of the Pawnee hunters, 
returned and confirmed the sad news; 
After a succe.ssful hunt, in which they 
had killed nearly 1,000 buffalo, and be­ 
ing heavily laden with meat and hides 
on their return home, they wer.e sur­ 
prised in camp by Sioux, supposed to 
bo 1,000 strong, and before they could 
o.scape or make, successfol .resistance, 
nearly one hundred men, «wom^n,,- and, 
children wore slain and scalped, Th^ 
wounded, dead and dying wóthéh aincl^ 
helpless children were thrown into a' 
heap and burned in the most barbarous 
manner possible. Comparatively few of 
the women and children of the. tribe 
were with them, but nearly all who 
were there were victims of this ruthless 
and unprovoked slaughter. Buffalo had 
Just been seen, possibly decoyed within 
tbeir view, and many of the men were 
out after them. Sky-chief was killed ; 
Williamson made his escape on one 
horse, but lost his pock horse and aU 
his goods. Young Platte, companion 
to Williamson, also lost a horse. They 
piet a few soldiers from McPherson, and 
gave them the particulars of the mas­ 
sacre. 
The Pawnees, sorrowful and disheart­ 
ened, are returning home as fast as pos­ 
sible. Williamson brought .six badly 
wounded ones in the train to Silver 
Creek Station, and Dr. Davis, with 
teams, has loft to bring them home. 
I will write further as soon as I learn 
exact dates, numbers, and other partic­ 
ulars. Much excitement prevails, and 
the .spirit of war is running at a fever 
heat. Williamson and the runner re­ 
port only two Sioux killed, so far as 
tht‘3' know.

The Sioux had left, 
but the captain communicated with, the 
Pawnees. Tho fight took placo boléen 
Whiteman’s Fork and the Repiibli- 
can, about eighty miles a little west of 
south from this place.

A Cool Retreat. 
Tho Poughkeepsie Telegraph says that 
there is a pass in the Catskill moun­ 
tains, between Sbandakin Centre, and 
Westkill, Ulster County, where snow 
and ice can be found at all seasons of 
the year. A road runS; some five miles 
up a deep hollow, bounded on the two 
sides by high mountains, with a clear, 
ice-cold stream of water running dovin 
its centre. Stretching across the head 
of this hollow is another monntain some­ 
what higher than the others, that 
makes one think the passage-way had 
suddenly terminated in a sort of cul de 
sac, but upon arriving at its base the 
road turns directly to tho right and en­ 
ters a narrow pass, hardly fifty feet in 
width. On each side the mountains 
tower upward a thousand feet from the 
roadway, not perpendicular, but so 
steep., that when the trees have shed 
their foliage the top can be seen by a 
person standing at the foot. There is 
snow and ice during the hottest days of 
summer a few feet from the roadway.

It is situated ¡none of the 
finest valleys that the eye of man ever 
rested upon, which, in the southern 
part of the Territory, is rapidly filling 
up with an intelligent and indus­ 
trious people. A few families have al­ 
ready settled at the Northern Pacific 
crossing of this river, and the town of 
Jamestown now has a population of 
nearly two hundrcid. A number pf new 
buildings are being put up, among them 
a two story hotel building by Mr. G. A. 
Goodrich. Messrs. Miller and Goodrich 
also have a two story store" building. 
The town is delightfully situated the 
lay of the land lor beauty is unexcelled, 
the soil equal to Dakota’s best, with a 
fair amount of timber skirting the river, 
and water at any place within fifteen 
feet. . 
The county,—Stutsman County,— has 
recently been organized, with H. Miller, 
Geo. Ver.ni and A. W. Kelley as Com­ 
missioners. The county organization 
throughout is in the hands of live men, 
and there is no doubt but that it will bo 
managed economically. 


F.VKOO 
will now push ahead, as its town site 
troubles are about ended. The location 
of scrips, so far as the railroad lands 
are concerned, ha.s been decided in fa­ 
vor of the railroad company as against 
the Pugot Sound company, and the peo­ 
ple are also likely to succeed in their 
contests against them, a consunnnation 
devoutly to be hoped for by all. 
The 
Land Commission of the N. P. R. R. has 
directed that a town be laid out at once, 
and give the people a chance to build a 
town if they like.

Indeed 
the commissioner is understood to be 
opposed to allowing the Puget Sound 
company a foot of railroad lands in Da­ 
kota, and vows he never will deed them 
any, believing that the road is compo 
tent to sell its own town lots without 
the intervention of a ring of specula­ 
tors. He has also determined to lay out 
a town at Bismarck Jon one of the rail­ 
road sections adjoining the present town 
site, and allow people a chance to pur­ 
chase if they like. 
The negotiations heretofore pending 
between the Puget Sound company and 
the railroad have ended, the railroad 
company having withdrawn its offer to 
take the property of the concern, and 
hence this open war follows. No doubt 
the Commissioner means just what he 
is understood to say ; that that company 
.shall not purchase a foot of land in Da­ 
kota. 
Therefore they can only give 
possession through a purchase of pri­ 
vate parties; and whether their plans 
at Bismarck will win remains to be seen. 
At any rate Bismarck is no longer to be 
held in check in their interests, for 
which the people may well congratulate

It k ’nt every day 
that one can hoc such u godson as young Bismarck 
Some croakers and d in a t dyspeptics seem to think 
that the N. P. road will never cross the Mlssonrl 
River. 
Why wont it? W hat w U lsto p ltf Will it 
be want of money to build it or tlie dread of no 
traffic to keep It alive when completed ? Neither of 
these are worth argum ent, both were cenridered and 
salculated before the first sod was turned over on the 
track. The owners of the road have got, both brains 
andm oney to finish it, and country rich in minerals 
and possessing lands of the highest fertility will soon 
cause enormous traffic. How long will the New Eng 
¡and farm ers continue trying to raise bountiful crops 
out of their rocky aud sterile lands fwben here are 
millions of acres of virgin soil to b« had almost for 
the asking to woo the husbandman to come and clothe 
the. great western valleys and slopes nrith com aud 
wheat. W alt until the worn out old world iias com­ 
pelled its countless thousands to abandon its exhausted 
fields, where hunger is for ever shaking hands with 
the tillers of the soil, and come to this new and better 
land. The mother conotry k all very well, but ah 
the stepmother country U infinitely better. Look at 
Salt Lake Oity, born in a desert, and see w hat energy 
and industry have accomplished In the hands of those 
American Turks, the Mormons I 
Beanttfnl nature has given us the purest air in the 
world, where work only Invigorates, and siokness Is 
rare, and tbit great western country must and will bo 
settled up. The N. P . road will be completed, the 
Missouri and the Columbia will be Introduced to each 
other by tho Iron Apostle, th at soon will cross th e 
Rooky Mountains, carrying the gospel of civilisation 
and breaking up the fertile hunting ground of the in 
dian, compelling him to abandon h k savage life and 
turning the tomahawk into a plowshare. 
’T1» but a few years ago when the luxnrlant fielis 
of wheat and corn I see stretching away around mo at 
fo rt Berthold were the home of the Buflalo and now 
the red man is slowly an d patiently submitting to the 
Inevitable laws of progress and getting civUiced in 
the com field. And very bard the Lidians here have 
to w ork; there is no gome to be had without running 
great risks as they are surrounded on all sides by their 
U tter enemies the Sioux and the miserable pitUmce 
given them by the government is scarcely any support 
to them at all. It seems to me th at the annuhes to 
Indians are not fairly divided, here, where there k 
no gams, the appropriation for the Arickarees, Gros 
Yentrea and M andana k very small, and in the upper 
country where there Is plenty of B afU o and other 
game, and where the Indians can and do trade robes 
and smaller furs b r thonsande, there U a large ap ­ 
propriation ; in fact I have frequently teen the up­ 
per Indians reftise to go for their annuities or to take 
th em ; they said they had plenty to eat and plenty of 
robes , and did’nt w ant the whits man'sj coffee and 
sugar. ThePortB ertboldlndlanshavebeennnlfonn- 
ly peaceable, and really the government onght to heip 
them a little m ore; Just now theyfeei greatly dissatis­ 
fied at not getting to W ashington as was expressly 
promissd th em ; they see large delegations of Sioux 
going to see the “ G reat fath er" (Sioux whoee haads 
are yearly red with the blood of white men) and is it 
anylwonder that the Arickarees feel mortified and sore 
at the coldness shown thess? They see their little 
ones growing up around them with very lltUe pros­ 
pect of tb ek condition being Improved, and their old 
women having to toil early and late in the fields, and 
pack heavy loads of wood long distanoes, and titey 
would like to see their “ G reat Father” if only te tell 
him of their troubles. Some of the squaws are very 
infirm and old, I suppose their extreme longevity Is 
caused by the pnre air and healthy atmosphere.

alt events there are some of them as old as Uie New 
Hampshire dam e, Miss M ethnsela Muggins, 
Who lived till she was the age of one hundred and trn , 
And died by a (kit from a cherry tre eth en I
